END THE BUILDING STRIKE 


MANAGERS AND EMPLOYES DE- 
CIDE TO ARBITRATE. 


Former Consent to Let Points in Dis- 
pute Go Before Board of Drivers and 
Team Owners—Demand for Exclua- 


sive Use of Coal with the Others—/} 


In Evening Wagons Haul Quanti- 
ties of Coal Downtown and Empty 
Bins Are Supplied. 


The office building strike was called off 
yesterday afternoon, the managers’ asso- 
ciation consenting to submit questions in 
dispute to the Chicago board of arbitration. 

As a result many loads of coal were deliv- 
ered to the buildings during the night, and 
janitors and. elevator men will report for 
duty today. 

The settlement was reached after a hard 
contest all the morning, in which the strikers 
succeeded in closing down the Manhattan 
building and partly cutting off heat, light, 
and elevator service in others. Both sides 
were much worried, too, over the prospect of 
an injunction being issued by the federal 
court against tying up the office of Collector 
‘Sf Customs William Penn Nixon. 


Think Board of Arbitration Fair. 


The Chicago board of arbitration is com-4 


posed of teamsters and their employers, but 
the Building Managers’ association found 
that its decisions in the past had been fair. 
The demand of the teamsters of a preNminary 
agreement to use coal exclusively till 1907 
was waived, and this question goes with the 
others to arbitration. 


Three Agencies for Peace. 

Three powerful agencies were brought to 
bear on the situation during the day. The 
strongest of these wae a cry of protest from 
the tenants, who refused longer to permit in- 
terruption in their business. Chief among 
these was Collector Nixom. Another was a 
demand from many businéss men that the 
mediation of the Chicago board of arbitration 
be acceptéd, while the third was an objection 
from the Employers’ association to continu- 
ing a fight that threatened to embroil the en- 
tire city. 

Early in the morning Collector Nixon called 
George Holt of the Manhattan building into 
his office, which is on the fourth floor, and 
told him that if the temperature went down 
five more degrees work would have to stop. 
Mr. Holt said he was helpless to stop the 
strike and that his coal bins were empty. 


Collector Nixon Warns Young. 

Mr. Nixon then went out in search of Albert 
Young and found him in the offices of the 
‘Teamsters’ National union. 

‘The Coal Teamsters’ union is interfering 
with the government's business,” said Mr. 
Nixon. 

“ How can you make a teamster work if he 
does not want to?” was the reply of Young. 

“The government. has a way,” came the 
response. |

said Young.

When it became generally known that an 
injunction was to be issued unless matters 
changed both sides became anxious. A 
meeting of the managers was called in the 
office of Aldis, Aldis & Northcote; in the 
Monadnock building, and the strike was 
talked over. Those present were Thomas 
A.. Hall, Bryan Lathrop, J. H. Bradley, 
George Holt, J. C. Fetzer, and W. W. Arnold. 

All of those present had looked into the 
record of the Chicago board of arbitration 
and had found it to be impartial whenever 
called into a dispute. Shortly before noon 
it was decided to arbitrate. This could not 
be done, however, until the Managers’ asso- 
ciation had passed on the idea.

Rear Admiral Cochrane De- 
elares Grenadier Officers 
Are Flogged Till the, 
Blood Flows. 


TELLS PUBLIC THE FACTS. 


cai History of Scandal Which 
Led Earl Roberts to Re 
tire Col. Kinloch 
for Life. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

- LONDON, Feb. 10.—The full story of the 
flogging of a number of subaltern officers of 
the Grenadier guards, which led to the com- 
pulsory retirement of Col. Kinloch, one of the 
ablest officers in the British army, is told to- 
day for the first time. — 

The officers included the nian of the duke 

of ‘Wellington and Lord Belhaven, the neph- 
ew of Lord de Saumarez, and the nephew of 
Rear Admiral Basil EB. Cochrane. 
It has been openly charged that Col. Kin- 
loch was driven from the army by social and 
petticoat influence, and that he was ig- 
norant of the hazing administered | ‘to the 
subaltern officers. 

| Puts Blame on Kinloch. 

Rear Admiral Cochrane has taken up the 
case in defense of the officers who were sub- 
jected to the hazing, and in a letter to the 
Times, printed today, he, flatly accuses Col. 
Kinloch of not only being aware of the haz- 
ing but of handing the young officers over 
to their older colleagues with the knowl- 
edge that they were to be flogged. _ 

Admiral Cochrarie describes flogging as 
a system confined to this particular First 
battalion of the brigade of guards, and is 
now considered traditional. It is a-system 
which permits the holding of subalterns’ 
courts martial for the trial of young officers 
on any charges brought against them not 
only ofa social but of a military nature. 


Flogging Is the Rule. 


These courts martial were held much more |. 


frequently in the First battalion than in the 
others, and in the First battalion the colonel 
was in the habit, to use to consecrated term, 
of “‘ handing over under officers to be dealt 
with by the senior subalterns,”’ which almost 
invariably resulted.in their being sentenced 
by this irregular tribunal to be flogged. 

This flogging was administered on the back, 
which was bared for punishment by the re- 
moval of theirnether garments, and blows of 
great severity were applied with a cane or 
stick in numbers varying from six to forty.

“Gen. Trotter, however, was out of town, 
and therefore my nephew was released from 
arrest. In the afternoon he was brought 
before the subalterns’ court martial. The 
president of the court told him that he had 
been handed over to him by the commanding 
officer. Evidence on oath as to this can be 
obtained from many of the officers present. 
He was found guilty of causing trouble to 
fis commanding officer, and sentenced to be 
spanked. 

Kinloch Threatens Officers. 

 After-a while Col. Kinloch addressed the 
subalterns and said the matter was closed 
excepting as it regarded my nephew, who, 
he said, had made serious statements against 
him, meaning thereby that my nephew had 
mentioned the words used by the colonel 
that he would hand him over to the senior 
subaltern, which caused his trial and flog- 
ging. My nephew having the evening before 
this trial written a friend these words, which 
letter can be produced, and having, more- 
over, given the family’ the same version, 
adhered at first to this statement, which was 
in fact the plain truth, but after considera- 
bie pressure from the colonel, and in view of 
his absolute denial, with the additional de- 
nial of his adjutant, he adopted the advice 
of a military friend, a major in the army, to 
accept the colonel’s denial and to say that 
he must have been mistaken. This he did in 
the belief that he was enabling the colonel 
to withdraw from an embarrassing position, 
and that the affair would then cloge. 


» Appeal to Lord Roberts, 
** Advantage, however, was taken of this 
by Col. Ricardo, the commander of the regi- 
ment, to.accuse my nephew of telling bare- 
faced lies and of inciting his brother ensigns 
to mutiny. Col. Ricardo sent for him and 
told him he would have to leave the regiment.

Length of Franchise First.

They will be back this morning, having left 
New York yesterday afternoon. 
| Bnough of the plans of the eastern repre- 
sentatives of the Union Traction company 
are known to make it plain that the stories 
of an attempt to go to Springfield for a 
change In the law allowing the council to 
gtant a longer term than twenty years are 
‘false—unless council itself should: ask for 
the authority. What they are anxious for, 


however, is that with a twenty.year grant 


there be coupled some definite understanding 
as to what will become of the property at 
the expiration of the term; whether the city 
will bind itself to take it over at a fair val- 
uation under a municipal ownership act, or, 


failing to do this, agree to allow the company 
to operate until such time as the city is able 


t to take it. 


As to the date when the city’s option to 
‘purchase the lines begins the committee has 
fixed on ten years after the beginning of the 
franchises, but this » objected to by both 
companies. 

Question of Compensation. 

‘It seems to be understood that the trac- 
tion companies will offer 10 per cent of their 
gross receipts as compensation to the city. 
With this will go the present requirements 
‘for paving between tracks and the street 
cleaning demanded by the recent decision of 
the Supreme court. The committee has not 
yet announced itself on this subject more 
‘than to decide thatit will ask for a percent- 
‘age of the gross receipts to go to the city 
‘rather than reduction in fares. 
|The subway matter promises to provoke 
‘a lively discussion. The position of thecom- 
es ig that if a subway is to be built they

ahdlords rather than tenants of an inde- 
pendent company, put ona 
hibitive rent. 

‘On the other hand, there is a sentiment 
among some members of the committee, led 
by Ald. Herrmann, who is chairman of the 
subway subcommittee, in favor of recogniz- 
ing the proposition of the Washburne-Alex- 
ander syndicate, which seeks to byild the 
subway and rent it to the street car compas 
nies. 

Opinions on Frontage Consents. 

Special Corporation Counsel Mathis is talk- 


over the question whether it would be neces- 
sary to get the consent of the property own- 
ers in the streets in which franchises are to be 
extended. He says this is not a matter in 
which the city is concerned, that it con- 
cerns only the validity of the ordinances if 
passed, and if the companies are willing to 
‘accept them it is no businesgoftnecity’s. 

The lawyers for the companies hold that 
frontage consents are not needed where 
existing franchises are extended. The 
frontage law provides for the securing of 
consents where new lines are built, and 
the lawyers assert its theory is simply to 
protect property owners in streets the status 
of which would be changed by the introduc- 
tion of street car lines, and has nothing to 
do with streets where lines already exist. 


Wants Jackson Bill Amended. 

Mayor Harrison still objects to the form 
of the Jackson municipal ownership act ap- 
proved by the council on the ground that the 
‘referendum clause of the Finn act was not 
incorporated. He said he would send the 
amendment he suggested to to be 
put in there, and added: 

* When I go to Springfield I shall support 
the Dill, as well as the Jackson bill. My bill 
for a referendum amendment to the Jackson 
bill is now pending before the local trans- 
portation committee. Let the committee re- 
port it back to the council, either favorably 
or unfavorably. It will be in Springfield, and 
I see no reason why it should not be passed.” 

Street Car Bill for Senate. 

Word comes from Springfield that the 
Mueller bill, drawn by Walter Fisher, secre- 
tary of the Municipal Voters’ league and 
providing for municipal ownership of street 
railways, is to be reported to the senate 
with amendments and a recommendation 
that it pass. The bill already has been print- 
ed in full, but the amendments are im- 
portant. 

One of them provides that no ordinance 
authorizing a lease for more than five years 
shall be effective until sixty days after its 
passage. If in that time 10 per cent of the 
voters ask for a popular vote on the subject 
the ordinance shall not be operative until 
indorsed by a majority of the voters. The 
city council is empowered to make rules 
for municipal operation of the roads and to 
fix rates that will bring in a sufficient rev- 
enue to meet al] expenses and provide a sink- 
ing fund. 

Street railways, under this act, May carry 
baggage, and United States mail. 
Any motive power may be used except steam 
‘locomotives. 

Another amendment provides that the city 
council shall set forth in an ordinance all 
issues to be submitted to a referendum vote 
and shall specify the election at which the 
question shall be submitted.

Steamer Madiana, Carrying 
Tourists to West Indies, 
Stranded Outside Ham- .

Make Perilous Journey Through 
the Surf in Lifeboats to Tug 
a Mile Away from | 
the Ship.

HAMILTON, Bermuda, Feb. 10.—The 
steamer Madiana, Capt. Fraser, carrying a 
party of tourists to the West Indies, is @ 
total wreck on the coral reefs, half a mile 
northeast of North rock, just outside this 
harbor. The vessel carried nearly 100 passen- 
gers, among them the following from Chi- 
cago: Mr, and Mrs. M. F. Bingham and 
their daughters Mary and Jessie, Town- 
send Church, Ei W. Herrick, and W. J. 
Louderback. 

All were saved and part of the baggage

~ The passengers compliment the officers of 
the ship for the cooinese they displayed, and 
the officers declare all the passengers be+ 
haved with great bravery. Some of the crew 
became excited at the first alarm, but were 
soon set to work by the officers. 


Strikes on a Rock. 

The Madiana left York on Feb. and 
had rough weather on the passage, but 
nothing unusual occurred until this morn- 
ing. The boat ‘was threading its way in 
the night through the narrow channel be- 
tween the coral reefs which leads to Ham- 
ilton harbor when it strfick a reef, one and 
a half miles northeast of North rock. The 
officers say the light which indicates the 
channel for some reason could not be seen. — 


Shock Awakens Passengers.

» Shock of the impact awakened them, and 


they rushed on deck, the majority of them 
without attempting to dress. Considerable 
alarm, though not a panic, prevailed among 
the passengers when they found the vessel

It was soon found that the steamer was 
fast on the rocks, which were 
out its bottom. The water rushed in through 
e rents, put out the fires, and surged 
ugh the halls and staterooms of the 
main deck. Those passengers who came out 
in pajamas and night gowns, fearing that the 
vessel would go down immediately, soon 
found that they could not return to the lower 
staterooms for clothing or valuables. 


Passengers Offer a Prayer. 

The surf beat fiercely against the starboard 
side of the ship,” which had settled down with 
the port side high on the reef. The listing 
grew more serious each minute, and the 
waters began to surge in the social hall where 
the passengers were assembled. In this room 


many of 


urged calmness, and a short prayer was 
offered up. There was never a company of 
men and women assembled in circumstances 
of extreme peril who resisted better the im- 
pulse to panic in unselfish consideration for 
one another. In a number of ways this was 
shown: 

Soon after the passengers were called to 


three boats on the steamer’s exposed side. 
The other three boats were put in order for 
lowering, but they could not. hold the ninety 
odd passengers, to say nothing of the officers 
and crew. The surf began to sweep across 
the sliding surface of the hurricane deck, 
drenching over and over again the ill clad 
women, some of them ot women, who hud- 
dled there. 
Wrapped in Blankets. 


The stewards made their way to some of 
the staterooms which were, comparatively 
speaking, out of the reach of the waves, and 
brought blankets, overcoats, and wearing 
apparel of all sorts, which were distributed 
among the shivering. Bread, cakes, coffee, 
and whisky were also supplied, the stew- 
ard’s force doing its duty admirably. 

The officers were courageous and steadfast 
and behaved well. The crew, it is under- 
stood, was assembied hastily for the cruise, 
They were not drilled to lifeboat duty and 
in some cases were unskiliful, a large num- 
ber being foreigners 5 See: showed a lack of 
discipline. 

Feared Ship Might Break. 

It was extremely fortunate the passengers 
were not compelled to run the risk of taking 
to the boats as their only salvation from the 
raging waters. The surf and the wind beat 
the steamer steadily upon the reef, not per- 
_mitting it to slide off and sink in deep water. 
‘After a long period of appreheneton it be- 
came apparent that the greatest danger was 
that the ship might break in two. The pas- 
sengers lay or stood on the hurricane deck, 
beaten by the surf, for four or five hours, in 
dread and suffering, with the lights of Ber- 
muda in plain sight. They could see the lights 
of the lighthouse and steamers, and ali 
interpreted them as being relief approaching 
ter disappointment time and time again. 
and colored fires meanwhile was going on, 
without seemingly from 
the shore. 

Strain Eyes for Relief. 

When morning dawned the ship lay broad- 
side to the wind, and the passengers huddled 
on the hurricané deck were drenched to the 
skin by the waves that swept the quivering 


vessel. All eyes were strained for the relief 
that they knew must come soon to aoe

Finally, between 9 and 10 o'clock, a tug 
was seen approaching. The wreck had been 
seen long before this but the fury of the sea 
prevented any attempt at communication’ 
with the vessel.

Accident on Clear Night.

“ After the accident occurred the captain 
and officers were everything that could be 
asked, considerate for the passengers’ com- 
fort and courageous in their bearing. The 
passengers cannot understand where the 
fault lay on a reasonably clear night in a 
known tortuous course. There was no local 
pilot aboard. This difficult channel is clearly 
not properly lighted, and the arrangements 
at Bermuda for receiving and promptly act- 
Ing upon signals of distress from wrecked 
vessels are distinctly inadequate.”

HARRISON STREET BRIDGE. 


In Saving Companion from Runaway 
Man Falls Into River, Policeman 


‘Plunges After Him, Both Saved. 


There was a succession ofslife saving deeds 
at the Harrison street bridge last night. In 
dragging a man from the path of a runaway 
Ralph R. Reynolds fell into the river. He was 
drowning when Policeman James Costellp 
plunged into the water after him. Both men 
were drifting down stream when rescued by 
a second policeman. The only man injured 
was Reynolds, who was taken to the County 
hospital. 

George Hogan, who lives at 3536 Marshfield 
avenue, and Reynolds, whose home is at 431 
Forty-second avenue, were standing on the 
east approach of the bridge, which was open 
‘when the whistle of a passing boat frightened 
@ team of horses at the curb. The animals 
dashed on the sidewalk. Reynolds saw them, 
but Hogan apparently did not. Reynolds 
grasped the man by the arm and gave him 
a push, which sent him out of danger, but in 
jumping aside fell into the river himself. 

He shouted for help and attracted the at- 
tion of Policeman James Costello. Costello se- 
cured a rope, one end of which he threw to the 
man. Reynolds, who could not swim, was 
unable to grasp the line and sank. The 
policeman then took off his coat and shoes 
and plunged into the river. He swam to 
Reynold’s side and grasped him by the arm. 
Reynolds grasped the policeman about the 
Waist in such a wry he could not gwim to 
the dock, and had great difficulty in keeping 
his head above the surface.

DEGREES AND THE BABY. 


INQUIRY AMONG COLLEGE MEN AS 
TO PRESIDENT ELIOT’S FEAR. 


Statistics Taken at Random Among 
Members of the University Club and 

im the Faculty of the University of 
Chicago Indicate That Families Are 
Perilously Near the Namber “Two” 
—Some Large Households Belie the 
Dangen,Painted Oat. 


Chicago people were intereSted yesterday 
in the startling statements of President Eliot 
of Harvard university regarding the small 
families of college bred men. Dr. Eliot's 
observation convinced him that the children 
of highly educated families average no more 
than two, if as many as that. 

Many university graduates in Chicago have 
large sized families, as the modern family 
goes, but there are enough who are either 
without children, though married, or whose 
number of children is so limited as to bring 
the general average perilously near to the 
number two of which President Eliot com- 
plains. . | 

Many Good Sized Families. 


“University graduates, members of this 
club at least, have good sized families as a 
rule,’’ said an officer of the University club 
of Chicago. ‘‘ The founder of the club, Ed- 
ward G. Mason, a graduate of Yale, Nad a 
large family, and a number of his sons have 
grown up and graduated from the same uni- 


y. 4 
“It is probably true, as President Eliot 


says, that university men marry later in life 
than other classes. I think the average mar- 
rying age among them would be 28 years.” 

As a test of-the truth of the complaint of 
President Eliot, as related to this region, 
inquiry was made among a chance list of 
eighty-three members of the University club. 
It was found that of the eigtity-three fifty- 
nine were married and twenty-four unmar- 
ried. The fifty-nine are parents of a total 
of 141 children, an average of considerably 
more than two to a family. 

But when the proportion of single men is 
taken into consideration it is found that in 
this random list of university graduates— 
eighty-three in number—the total average 
drops below two children. .

The story alleged 
that the attendants in the sanitarium of La 
Metacre at Nyon were summoned to the 
princess’ room by two pistol shots and that 
they found her cowering in terror on the floor, 
with a pistol in her hand, and believing ap- 
parently that she had shot herself. The 
denial of the story is categorical, and it is 
not believed more from the fact that the 
princess is too closely watched than from 
any probable reluctance on her part to make 
the attempt on her Jife. In addition to at 
least a partial mental derangement she as- 
suredly must be unhappy enough to try any 
desperate expedient to end her misery. This 
would be even more likely if the prevailing 
hint be true that she is suffering from a 
hysteria following premature confinement.

A methodof 
construction revolutionizing previously ac- 
cepted ideas is being considered by the local 
transportation committee and has been ex- 
plained in detall to the members by the in- 
ventor, John Meiggs Ewen, consulting engi- 
meer of the George A. Fuller company. 

By employing this method Chicago would 
experience none of the serious consequences 
which have followed the building of the sub- 
way in New York, where $200,000,000 of dam- 
age suits have resulted from the partial 
sinking of buildings. 

With construction proceeding according to 
the new method no biock in a street will be 
closed for more than six weeks and consid- 
erably less time probably will be required 
for construction. | 

All vbjections to a double deck subway, 
occasioned on account of the thrust of tall 
buildings on a deep excavation, are removed. 
It will be possible to build to any Gepth. 

The method has been described as the “ em- 
ployment of an enemy as a friend.” The 
earth, the excavation of which causes the 
sinking of buildings and the obstruction of 
etreets, is used to support the burden of 
superstructures. No earth is taken out until 
the construction is completed.

The method makes it possible to have 
almost ali the long, tedious work of the sub- 
way construction done after the public has 
taken possession of the street again, It re- 
moves all danger of damage, which is almost 
inevitably the result of deep excavation 
alongside tal buildings under present ieth- 


It has been recognized as almost impera- 
tive that some plan be found which will per- 
mit subway' construction without interfering 
with the daily life of the city, as Chicago's 
peculiarly congested streets could not re- 
main closed long. | 

Lesson in New York. 

New York, it is said, has furnished a good 
example of how a subway should not be con- 
structed, and the aldermen now considering 
the subject are determined not to lay the 
city liable to damage suits to the extent 
that the New York subway has produced. 
This new method is greeted as the most 
feasible plan proposed for remedying the ap- 
parent defects of the old system. 

The feature which appeals to the public 
is that of saving time when the streets are 
closed—of reducing this toa minimum. While 
the inventor puts six weeks or two months 
ax the maximum period for which a block 
would be closed it is said that there is a pos- 
sibility that the actual time would be about 
cne mouth. 

It is asserted that some such plan will 
have to be adopted when the subway is 
built. It probably, will be demanded of the 
contractors that She construction be by a 
method which will not close the streeta more 
than six weeks and which will not do proper- 
ty damage. | 

Applies to Buildings Also. 

Architects and contractors are studying the 
method as it applies to the construction of 
tall buildings. In this it proceeds along much 
the same principle as in subway construction. 
The excavation is not undertaken until the 
foundations have been put in. There is no 
danger to adjoining buildings, because their 
support is not removed until the columns, 
arches, and girders-of the new structure 
have taken ee of the earth which 
formerly sustained the thrust. 

One feature which appeals to builders is 
that of saving the valuable time of the year 
when work usually is being done on excava- 
tion, leaving the steel work to be done in the 
winter. By this method the superstructure 
can be put up at the same time the excavation 


is going on.

Archibald Rogers of the Hud- 
Yacht club and Mrs. Rogers 
this afternoon had a 
thrilling experience 
while enjoying an ice- 
boat sail on the Hud- 
son river near Pough- 
keepsie.

296 feet of sailarea. The weather 

had been mild for several days and the ice 

was weakened. In the bay, nearly opposite 

iMr. Rogers’ home, the yacht passed over a 
thin spot in the ice and one shoe cut through. 

The boat was brought to with force enough 
#9 amash in the ice on the side where the 
shoe penetrated and the yacht commenced to 
eareen.' The stern then began to settle and 
Commodore Rogers and his wife left the 
cockpit and made their way forward. 

The weight of Mr. and Mrs. Rogers sank 
the bant lower into the water until both were 

nearly to their chins. 

J. Sterling Bird and Henry Sleight, mem- 
bers of the Hyde Park Ice Yacht club, were 
sailing their boats in the vicinity. They 
burriedly cut the halyards from their boats 
and tied them together. Mr. Sleight stepped 
‘go a thin spot and sank in the water up to his 
waist. For a time it looked as if Bird would 
also go into the water. 

It was nearly ten minutes before the rope 
was thrown to Commodore Rogers, then he 
caught it and tied it around his wife's arm. 
When Mrs. Rogers was placed in safety Com- 
modore Rogers was pulled out by the same 


rope.

““ No more partnership politics for Mr. Har- 
rison in his own bailiwick,” said one of the 
city hell Heutenants. “‘We are going to 
oust E. H. Morgan and Charlies Wurster 
from the offices of president and secretary 
respectively of the ward club, then call a 
massmeeting of democrats to elect their suc- 
cessors. The mayor wants men who are 
loyai to him put in their places.”’ 2 

Will Form New Ward Club. 

Subsequently information leaked out that 
the executive committee had declared there 
was no regular party organization in the 
Twenty-first ward.

If the new. 
tax is to be outside the Juul law, taxpayers 
in the drainage district will resent the propo- 
 gition that they shall pay one-third of 1 per 
cent in addition to what they are required to 
pay under that law. They will prot vig- 
orously. They are of the opinion that they

the county, for instance—will not be pleased 
with the request of the drainage trustees. 
An increase in the amount of money allotted 
to the sanitary district will decrease the rev- 
enues of the county and of the city, both of 

which are complaining of their scanty means. 
Tt ie G@esirable that the water power of the 
drainage. channel should be developed. 
Money expended there ought to pay a fair re- 

“turn. But shall the taxing power of thecity 

. and county be decreased in order to enable 
that to be done? Otherwise it will be neces- 
sary to increase the sum total of the taxes 
paid by the property owners in the drainage 
district. As has been suggested, that may 

not Geet with their approval. 


NUMBER THE AUTOMOBILES. 

The Automobile club is to investigate the 
case of the member who was arrested on 
Sunday and fined $25. for running his ma- 
chine at a speed exceeding the limit fixed 

-by the ordinances. The case has been 
looked into in a court. The accused, by 
paying his fine, has admitted that he broke 
the law. He had a machine which could go 
much faster than the law allowed and he 


yielded to temptation, but he was not able 


to go fast enough to escape arrest, 

Had he Ween able to get away he would 
have done so. He gave no evidence of 

a desire to slacken his speed and see what 
“aatachle® he was doing. His evident wish 
was that of many other automobilists un- 
der similar circumstances—to avoid dis- 
agreeable publicity. It became necessary 
for a mounted policeman to pursue him and 
halt him peremptorily. 
. The evident determination of so many 
Chauffeurs to vanish in the dim distance 
when they have run over somebody or have 
threwn a boulevard into an uproar with 
their swift, noisy machines makes the legi- 
ble numbering of the machines needful. 


When that has been done it will not be. 


necessary for policemien to make desperate 
and usually unsuccessful efforts to over- 
take an offender. -They will take his num- 
ber and a summons will be issued. 

The dutomobilists have only 
to blame for what they foolishly call “ per- 
secution.” Tliey have a mistaken idea that 
because they can go faster than anybody 
else, therefore their rights in the streets 
are superior to those of everybody else— 
that all must get out of their way. Their 
theory is that an automobilist can do no 
wrong. If they run over a man or scare 
a horse they ask: “‘ What business had he 
or it to be there?’ The theory is a pleas- 
ing one for reckless owners of racing ma- 
chines, but it has no legal warrant. The 
automobilists will be less reckless when 
they have big, plain numbers on their ma- 
chines and know that they can be identified 


| * when they become law breakers and mis- 


chief makers. 


PRESIDENT ELIOTS NEW GRIEVANCE. 
_ Dr. Shrady having filed his complaint that 
fashionable society is not doing its part in 
populating the earth, now comes President 
Eliot of Harvard with a similar complaint 
against the educated classes in the com- 
munity. He bases it upon class statistics 
furnished to the board of overseers. The 
#Btatistics show that in six Harvard classes 
now out of college over twenty-five years 
the average number of children is almost 
exactly two to each family. Twenty-eight 
per cent of the members of the classes js 
unmarried. The married pairs have only 
reproduced themselves on the average. 
President Eliot does not find fault with this 
small. dverage upon the ground that the 
ranks of scholarship are being depleted, for 


it does not follow that scholars reproduce 


scholars any more than painters and 
musicians reproduce themselves. Perhaps 
it may be that he thinks if the alumni fall 
short. in populating the country, the country 
may fall short in populating Harvard col- 
lege. Perhaps his grief is purely economic. 
Whatever may be the cause of Dr. Shra- 
dy’s or President Eliot’s pessimism there 
does not seem to be any necessity for ex- 
ploiting it.. Dr. Shrady is only considering 
the wealthy and the fashionable among 
‘whom he practices; President Elict, the in- 
mates of the cloisters, whom he advises and 
teaches. But there is a great world outside 
of both avhich is industriously doing its duty 
"in populating the earth. -If the rich fail 
“mp that duty the poor do not. They are

Apparently the cohtest over the statehood ) 


bill will not be compromised. The demo- 
‘eratic senators object to the consolidation 
of New Mexico and Arizona, and of Okla- 
homa and the Indian territory, and without 
their acquiescence it will be impossible so 
to amend the pending bill. They can easily 
prevent action ‘at this time. 

The democratic senators do not believe 
that half a loaf is. better than no bread, 
Two new states, which ‘in all probability 
_will be steadily democratic, do not suffice 
them.: They have set their hearts on four 
such states, which will give the party a 
reinforcement of eight senators. From a 
party point of view that is something worth 
fighting for, if possible of attainment, But 
it is not. The debates in the senate have 
been enlightening. They have madeit clear 
that neither New Mexico nor Arizona should 
be admitted into the union as a state sepa- 
rately. It is a concession to propose at 
this time to admit them together. 

The next congress will not convert the 
four territories into four states. The next 
house will not repeat the blunder the pres- 
ent house made when it thoughtlessly passed 
the bill which has taken up so much of the 
time of the senate during this session. It 
will stand by the two states program and 
if the democrats in the senate actively op- 
pose that program the territories will re-

If the democratic senators were shrewder 
thé}¥Y would aceept the compromise, which 
in all probability would give them half a 
dozen more electoral votes next year. It

Thames, as much damage has been done in 


late years to the nesting places by inconsid-, 


erate launch owners, whe rush up and down 
the river at express speed, creating heavy 
washes without the slightest consideration 
for anything excepting their own epifien 
pleasure. 


Swans have from a 
favorite bird of British royalty, and oniy 
the sovereign, and the Vintners, and the 


Dyers companies, or guilds of the city of 


London are allowed to own swans on the 
River Thames. This has been the case for the 
last 400 years. 

Each year in August the king's swanherd, 
who is a member of the royal household, ac- 
companied by his subordinates, meets the 
swan wardens and swanherdsmen of the two 
companies just mentioned for the purpose of 
marking or “‘upping’’ the youngswans. The 
meeting is at Southwark bridge and starts up 
the river on what is known as the “swan voy- 
age.” The king’s swans are marked on the 
bill with his initial, the birds of the Dyers 
companies with one nick, and those of the 
Vintners with two nicks. 

According to laws which date back many 
centuries any swan found without an own- 
er’s mark becomes the property of the crown, 
&n exception being made for the two city com- 
panies above mentioned on the Thames. No 
one save the sovereign is allowed to have 
swans on navigable rivers. But swans are 
permited on lakes and unnavigable streams, 
in consideration of licenses that are obtained 
from the king’s swanherd, who at the same 
time registers the distinct swan marks, the 
jurisdiction of the king’s swanherd extend- 
ing over the whole of the united kingdom. 

The largest swannery in England is that 
belonging to the earl of Ilchester on the 
water called ‘‘the Fleet,’’ lying inside the 
Chesil bank on the coast of Dorset, where 


| usually a flock of about 1,500are kept. Nor- 


wich is the only place in England where 
cynets, that is to say, infant swans, are fat- 
tened for the table, at a place called the 
swanpit. They are expensive as an article 
of food, but highly appreciated by gourmets. 

Let me add by way of information concern- 
ing this essentially royal bird, that the male 
is known as the “ cob ’”’ and the female as the 
*pen.”’ The latter suggests Penelope, the 
most faithful of wives, and this is quite ap- 

ropriate. For the lady swan is constant to 

er mate and affectionate, while the ‘ cob ”’ 
is most attentive and faithful to her. In- 
deed, the swans belonging to King Edward 
and to Queen Alexandra may be said to pos- 
sess the final mark of civilization, since, as 
they pair for life, they must be descri 
monogamists. 

In conclusion it may be stated that the 
king's swanherd is a Mr. T. R. Abnett, and 
that he is an official of the lord chamber- 
lain’s department and quite an important 
sonage.

terpart of the Imperial School of Pages main- 
tained by the czar, and which has just been 
celebrating its centenary, I would say that 
the academy is supported by the czarina, that 
the pupils are educated at her expense, 
among them having been the present queen of 
Italy and all her sisters, that the age of ad- 


| mission is 10, that the course lasts seven 
years, and that the girls who are personally |. 


nominated by the czarina herself over her 
sign manual must be selected from among 
these daughters of the great dignitaries of 
the army, the navy, the court, and the civil 
and diplomatic service. 

The course of instruction includes the eti- 
quette of the Russian and other courts, and 
the rules of precedence and nuances of 
hereditary and official rank, both at home 
and abroad. The girls are taught to speak 
fiuently, correspond and wfite from dictation 
in five languages, Russian, French, English, 
German, and Italian, are trained to read 
aloud, to keep on their feet if necessary for 
hours at a stretch without manifesting the 
least symptoms of fatigue, as well as to con- 
trol their temper under the most painful and 
aggravating provocation. They are also re- 
quired to become experts in plain and fancy

While at the academy the sek cial con- 
sists of plain woolen gowns with frilled silk 
aprons. After the girls have graduated, 
however, they make up for this simplicity of 
attire, since the official costume of the im- 
perial maids of honor at all state ceremonials 
and court functions is one of considerable 
magnificence, consisting of white satin robe, 
over which is adjusted a scarlet gold em- 
broidered velvet mantle, with long hanging 
sleeves. The headdress is the kKakoshnik, a 


crimson velvet cap studded with gems; to 


which is fastened a veil spreading out down- 
wards over the flowing train appended to the 
dress. 

The maids when leaving the academy and

| PASSENGER POOL. 


Only Way to Stop Rate Cutting by 
‘Weaker Roads—Special Meeting of 
Northwestern Company Authorizes 
| the Issue of Stock and Taking Over 
of the Fremont, Elkhorn and Mis- 
souri Valley—Pere Marquette May 
Enter Chicago on Its Own Track. 


At the meeting of the Chicago-St. Paul lines 
held here yesterday an effort was made to 
bring about an’ agreement for the pooling of 
all passenger business between Chicago and 
St. Paul. 

These roads are now pooling the party busi- 
ness, but not the first and second class busi- 
ness. Notwithstanding the maintenance of 
@ pool in party business the rates are being 
cut, and scarcely a day passes that one or 
more roads are not detected in having deals 
with scalpers whereby the rates are being 
manipulated for parties of ten or more. These 
irregularities, it is claimed, are due to the 
fact that, there being no pool on first and 
second class business, the strong lines get 
most of the regular travel and the weak 
lines, ‘in order to hold their*own, are com- 
pelled to cut the rates. 

The Wisconsin Central, which it is claimed 
has been the worst transgressor, strongly ad- 
vocated the formation of a money pool onall 
kinds of business, claiming that this was the 
only means whereby manipulation of ratcs 
can be prevented. Some of the other roads, 
however, declined to enter into such scheme 
on the ground thatit wasillegal 


Northwestern Special Meeting. 


Stockholders of the Chicago and North- 
western railroad company held a special 
meeting at the general offices in this city 
during the day to vote on the propositions 
to increase the capital stock and to purchase 
the Fremont, Elkhorn and Missouri Valley 
railroad, which is now being operated as a 
part of the system. 

Considerable more than two-thirds of the 
company’s capital stock was represented, 
all the proxies being held by President Mar- 
vin Hughitt. 

It is proposed that the capital stock be 
increased by the amount of $38,500,000, mak- 
ing the total capital stock of the company 
$100,000,000. Of this amount $77,614,678 is 
common stock and $22,395,120 preferred. The 
board of directors was empowered to issue 
‘new stock from time to time and in such 
amounts as it may determine. | 

It was also decided by a unanimous vote 
to acquire the franchises and property of the 
Fremont, Elkhorn and Missouri Valley rail- 
road company. As the Chicago and North- 
western now owns the entire capital stock 
of the Fremont, Elkhorn and Missouri Val- 
ley and is the guarantor of all its bonds, the 
financial responsibility of the Northwestern 
will not be enlarged. 


Pere Marquette May Enter city.

The present western terminus 
of the road is New Buffalo, and from that 
point it comes into Chicago over the tracks 
of the Michigan Central.
